FL N the times when Parliaments were frequent, 
6 > 3 being anciently ordained to be once every 
mT year,-or oftner ;* a5 occaſions inthoſe times 
(GOYD- ha ppn'ed:the prople of thisNarion were ex- 
III)  pertand careful of their choice, knowing 
M WV = whatwould follow to their ruine, if ſuck 
SOIT Parliaments ſhonld not be juſt and careful 
in their” conſultations and-aftings for the publick good : And 
then they' only choſe thoſe, whom in their experiences and 
judgements, they knew to be, or had certain intelligence of, were 
honeſt, juſt, learned, careful, and diſcreet ; and knowing or capa- 
ble-of the kriowledge of ſuch imployment, and moſt like ſo tobe 
alifedifithereſidue, a5 appeared by their ſuddain diſpatch of 
bafinefs {which came before them ) and by their adjournmerts, or 
prorogitiohs of fuch Parſiaments, after a quarter of a years time, 
of-lelſe fitting, whichis a fign that our Anceſtors have forboro, 
42d declined the choice of younglings and novices, and :thers 
(who have not underſtood that which they ought to havedone) 
according to rheir craft and duty in ſuch imployment, for their 
own and Countries weale, (for whom they have been, and chen 
were choſen and elected) and no man can 1magine any other;buc 
that thoſtof thoſe Members of Parliament (for ſuch Members of 
Pirli4wenrin the then fature times ) were choſen and eleRed, 
willingly and ter # 'dnring the'r lives and continuance in 
their perfet healths and:memories, in all Parliaments ( which 
then followed) in reſpe& of their honeſiy , long experience and 
judgement : of which deſert it is hoped there be divers now. Ard 
rhen were many Lords or Peers of this Nation very learned and” 
jadicious in the Common & otherEaws of the ſame;& they-with 


others endeavoured'to fee that full & ſpeedy juſtice were done.

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And whea the Parliaments were ſo often held, the Lawes of this - 


Nation were accounted (and deſervedly) the beſt, moſt ſpeedy, 


and cheap in all Chriſteadom , che ſame being grounded upoh. - 


Cuſtoms and Statures , the firſt from time to time agreeing co the 
Law of God, and npholding the Chriſtian people'in maintenance 
of che Chriſtian Religion from time to time , and cheir quiet and 
peaceable living in che exerciſe ofthe ſame, according to the lighe 
which our Aunceltors had in former times , and if any have been 
chereunco Cs ſo found upon'debace afcer ſolemn ar- 
gument,they have been adjudged or conſidered of to be bad, and 
for that cauſe not.to beadmitted buc aboliſhed, and-ſo have been 
fromcime to time in thaſe dayes, (though of long time unqueſti- 
oned before.) and the latter-have been altered:or repealed when 
apparent.inconveniences have been found thereby ; Ln which e- 
tteeme.and account itis hoped the Law will be again when exaRi- 
ons crept in without Auchoricy (which hath brought an Olinm 
aponthe Law and Lawyers, and cauſed: an endeavour or-defire 
in ſomes to debar them from being Members of - the Par- 
liam: nt ) be removed ; . for: without ſuch. Lawyers as be moſt 
honeſt, learned, and judicious ia thoſe Lawes :( being: grounded 
uponche quinteſſence of right reaſon, fully. debated ;upon by ho« 
neſtand learned Lawyers, and maturely deliberated upon, .an 
confidered of, by many honeſt, learned and judicious Juſticiars of 
rhis Nation, for many hundreds of years ) it is. feared thatthere 
can be-expeRed very few good Lawes or Ocdinances for this Na- 
tion, but a danger of a confufion without the aſliſtance of ſuch, 
being none other of any other profeſſion have been heard of to 
attain to ſuck learning and judgement, . without long and hard 
ſtudy, and great expence and trouble, and the ſtudy thereof hath 
been ſo difficuk , that ic hath been accounted the moſt trouble- 


ſomein this Nation, an4 few ( who have long ſtudied in that 
profeſſion ) have co ue to any conſiderable perfeRion, learning, 


3adgement or uader{taaying in the ſame, though many other in 
other Arts, Sciences, or Profeſſions, who have therein nor ſtugi- 
ed half ſo long in the ſame (ng bat, of. mean capa-. 
cities) have attained to conſiderable learning , _ judge- 
ment, and underſtanding in the ſame and few or none of ſach 
exaRions were ſo introduced or continued by the gy any 
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Lawyer accounted honeſt, learned, and judicious ; but if any de- 
fire ro know by whon? uponirquiry, they may find ic owt with- 
out much difficulty, * | 
And whereas great men bearing ſway in Counties, Cities, and 
other Corporations in latter times , moſt commonly have ſtood 
and endeavouredeither to be Members of che Parilizmext them- 
ſelves,” or otherwiſe. have fided for ſome of their acquaintance, 
and uſed all the endeavour they could to procure or prefer them 
mto, and forſuch imployment, principally for their cred t or re» 
pute; both theſe and thoſe being of mean judgements and learn- 
ingiragy thing, 'and ſome of them inthe firſt place ſeeking their 
own ends, (as many havefeared and doubted.) by reaſon where 
of divers ſuch qualified:perſons have 'abcained fuch imployment; 
which (as is much doubted by divers}hath obſtructed or retarded 
the ſpeedy diſpatch and ſertlement of the publick buſineſs of this 
Nation,ſome inreſpeR of their own ſelf-ends,and others throngh 
their.gegleR, carvleſneſs ot ignorance.::And many 'of ſuch have 
fo prevailed with'their Tenants, Allies, Dzbtorsand others, ( up- 
on whom by feaſting, fillingthem with ſtrong drink , imploying 
theth in.-bunting , hawkiog+, : and: other imployments of profic 
and pleaſure,)they have gained ſuch influence,thar they have cau- 
fed many of -ſuch-perſons being ample, to. be for the eleRion of 
any{who have provided moſt-liberal for their feafting and carow- 
ſing) whatſoever hath or-was-like to become of the main buſineſs 
after, for:theirown-{ if they would or could have undeiſtosd or. 
or-regardedit) and-others of the people of chis Nation, benefic 
ad advantage.  -\ - | < 
And whereas fince the long intermiſſion of Parhaments, many: 
Members thereof have been far to ſeek, to know how to perform 
their duties in ſuch cruſt;which hath broughr divers of the Nobi- 
lity and ocber great men of thisNation, (or ſo eſteemed)to fall in-- 
to ſuch careleſneſs and negleR of learning, the knowledge and- 
jadgementin and of the Lawes , that they kave not underſtood 
their own and the common good, as ſome of them have run and- 
hurried into and upen exceſs and ryot, whereby-they have de-- 
' ſervedly fallen and come to ruine, And ſince thoſe times: they 
have been as long, or ten times more in undertanding their du-- 
ties and power which they had todo, as Members of Parlia-

been, to finiſh. that which wes co be done inthe Parliaments
